NOTABLE event in the history of Foreign 

Missions in this country was the Students’ - 

Volunteer Convention at Nashville, Tennes- 
see, February 28th to March 4th. It marked the 
conclusion of the first two decades of this extraordi- 
nary movement, significant of the best impulses of the 
modern church. Nearly 5,000 students, representing 
several hundred schools, and colleges, and theological 
seminaries, the flower-of academic and university 
culture, gathered in solemn convocation to consider : 
the subject of foreign missions. What a spectacle to 
stir the heart of Christendom! We can but think of 
the old words, “I will pour out my Spirit upon all flesh; 
and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, 
and your young men shall see visions and your old 
men shall dream dreams.’? Two hundred mission- 
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aries sat on the platform of this unique gathering, 
flanked by mission secretaries and leaders in the 
evangelical propaganda all over the world. There 
was one theme uppermost from beginning to end, 
“Lord, what wilt thou have me to do?” There was 
no excitement—no wildfire—no applause permitted 
or desired. The addresses were likewise sober, well 
considered and clinching the main question over and 
again— How can we evangelize the world in this gen- 
eration? There was enthusiasm abundantly present, 
but it was held within bounds, only to manifest itself 
in action. We have no space to describe details. 
The morning and evening meetings were held in a 
large hall. In the afternoon sectional meetings con- 
sidered every conceivable aspect of the missionary 
problem, analyzed one day by countries, another by 
topics, and another by denominations, and culminat- 
ing on the last Sunday in a farewell address, whose 
far-reaching effects the world can scarcely contain. 

Such a movement as this needs the most careful 
guidance. It could easily run into hurtful fanaticism, 
but the hands that guide it are wise hands. Mr. John 
R. Mott is a master of assemblies, and a great captain 
in the army of missionary conquest. Such speakers 
as Mr. Robert E. Speer of New York, Dr. Harlan P. 
Beach of Yale University, Dr. Samuel M. Zwemer 
of Arabia, and Bishop Thoburn of India —not to 
name others—suggests the quality and caliber of the 
addresses. It was inspiring to see such men as the 
Hon. John W. Foster and the British Ambassador, 
Sir Mortimer Durand, counseling these young candi- 
dates as to the wider aspects of missionary service. 

The Bible Society was represented by Dr. Fox. 
Such a movement will further the interests of every 
missionary society by the momentum with which it 
pushes forward the great common task of world 
evangelization. 


HE Societe Biblique et des Livres Religieux 
d’Hayti is doing what lies in its.power for the 
dissemination of the Scriptures in Hayti. The 

Haytian Government allows the Society an annual 
subscription, and the Parliament House and Common 
Counselor have added recently a gift, making in all 
a total of $300, in American gold. The American 
Bible Society has been able from time to time to give 
some small donations to this excellent institution. 


HE Synodical Revision of the French New Tes- 

_ tament, lately published by the Bible Society of 
France, meets with favor. It isa revision of the 
Osterwald version, and is said by critics to be a distinct 
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advance upon the old Osterwald in the matter of ex- 
actness of translation, and elegance and purity of 
style. The Synodical Committee is continuing its ses- 
sions for the revision of the text of the Old Testament, 
Meantime the Bible Society of France is to publish in 
April a pocket edition of the Revised Testament. lee 
has received contributions amounting to 7,000 francs — 
out of the 10,000 which it asked in order to publish

HE celebration of the Ninetieth Anniversary of 


the American Bible Society naturally leads to 


more thought about the Bible as well as about 
the Bible Society. Atone of the series of meetings con- 
nected with the anniversary celebration in Nebraska, 
Dean Pattee, of the Law School of the University of 
Minnesota, delivered on February 14th, at Lincoln, a 
powerful address on “The Influence of the Bible on 
Jurisprudence.”

empted from judicial sale, as being one article of 
property of which the law has no right to deprive a 
man. The influence of the Bible is seen also in Sun- 
day laws; in the prescription of oaths for officials. 


In the form of oaths for witnesses the Bible has in- — 
fluenced the community in this direction also—in the — 
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laws against blasphemy, which is considered an of- 
fense at common law, and in laws against the disturb- 
ance of worship, etc. 

The same influence is seen in international law. 
Nations, like individuals, are required to be internally 
pure and externally righteous, or they fall under the 
condemnation of all their neighbors. 

The influence of the Bible also has tempered the 
horrors of war, especially in modern times, introduc- 
ing that compassion which even a century ago was 
hardly known. This line of study is quite appropri- 
ate to the anniversary, because it emphasizes in a 
marked manner the importance of the Bible Society 
as an agency for transmitting to the utmost parts of 
the earth the source of this influence upon the social 
systems of men.

N the morning of the 29th of January I left Chi- 
cago and its pall of smoke, bound for a land 
of sunshine and flowers. A comfortable run 

of two days and two nights over the Rock Island road 
brought me to the border at El Paso, a hustling 
American city with all the signs of lusty youth about 
it. Over the Rio Grande, once a mighty river, now a 
dusty river bed, with here and there connected pools 
of water, a stream almost sucked dry by irrigation 
at certain seasons of the year, lay Mexico, a foreign 
land. How foreign I little dreamed, and I had 
dreamed a good deal about it too, ever since Pres- 
cott had woven its spell about mein my boyhood 
days.

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many sections aggressive. Protestantism, numbering 
only twenty-two thousand members and a hundred 
thousand total of members and adherents at the most 
in a population of fourteen million, is but a little 
leaven hidden in a very large measure of meal. 
Though everywhere protected by the government, it 
has an almost overwhelming task before it. Only the 
“faith that removes mountains’”’ is adequate to its 
mission in this country. How I should enjoy writing 
of the history of this land, the home of civilization 
long before the coming of the European, who brought 
the arts and faiths of Europe a hundred years before 
New England received her settlers, the great colo- 
nial story of Spain, the struggle for liberty and its 
so very recent achievement. 


A Land Without the Bible 


But I may not. I can only emphasize oné great 
fact: this enchanting land is a land without the Bible. 
As you visit city after city and pass through village 
after village, and look out on to great haciendas, 
where the agricultural people work and live; as you 
hear of the mining camps full of laborers, working 
the richest veins of silver and gold, you may be sure 
that in country and in city, in church (I write ad- 
visedly), in school, in mansion, and in hut, the Bible 
is unknown. But, you say, has not the American 
Bible Society an agency in Mexico? Yes, and it has 
had for more than a quarter of a century, and it sent 
Bibles before it had an agency. And then the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, whose ministry of bless- 
ing has been felt in almost every corner of the globe, 
sent Bibles to Mexico in the early days. But the en- 
tire output of the American Bible Society in Mexico, 
though this circulation represents a remarkable 
achievement of faith and heroism, and even martyr- 
dom, amounts to only a little over five hundred 
thousand Bibles, New Testaments and Scripture por- 
tions in twenty-five years. What are these among a 
people of fourteen million ? And we must remember, 
an entire generation has passed away since this work 
was begun in Mexico. 

The bookshops of Mexico do not have the Bible in 
them, not even in the Roman Catholic editions of 
Scio and Amat, the first published in five large 
volumes and the second in seventeen smail volumes, 
either costing in the currency of the country about 
thirty dollars. 

The Rev. Dr. Borton, of the Theological School of 
the Methodist Episcopal Mission in Mexico, has said 


that “the first edition of the Bible in Mexico was not 


. printed until 1831-33, though printing in Mexico was 


of much earlier beginnings than in the United States . 
and that edition was in Latin and Spanish, in twenty- 
five volumes, with an atlas, and cost over. $200.”’ 


df This made the Bible simply an occasional luxury for 
avery few. This book is unknown to the trade and 
only an occasional copy or set can be found. Re-— 


cently a trusty native woman was sent around to the 
principal bookstores in the capital, with a request for 
the price of a Catholic Bible. One clerk had oneset 
up on a high shelf, in seven volumes, for which he 
wanted sixty dollars; and in the six prominent stores 
not one was to be found. Were it not for the work of 
this Society and the missions co-operating with it, even 
this leaven, little as it is compared with what it should 
be, would be almost altogether wanting. 

There are here and there priests who read the Bible” 
and are not antagonistic to its circulation, but the 
multitude are not so, If not indifferent, they are hos- 
tile and, I am told, preach against the Bible and the 
colporteurs who go about selling it, telling the people 
it is abad book, and threatening with punishment and 
excommunication all who dare to buy and read the

Bible. They sometimes stir up persecution for our 
colporteurs, but the law protects the latter and the 
government is usually faithful to enforce the laws 
when called upon to do so. Our men are not unfre- 
quently shot at and chased out of towns by the people 
incited by the priests. Just as I reached the City of 
Mexico I was informed that one of our men, Orocio. 
who a few years before had been nearly killed, ha d 
just been poisoned in his food, in a fanatical town 
where he had gone to sell the Scriptures. We have 
eighteen or twenty such men. I met one of them, 
Hernandos, and visited him in his home at Orizaba, 
and I met another, Fernandez, off Progresso in Yuca- 
tan. I wish I could tell you of these men. They are out 
all over the country, patiently sowing the seed of a 
spiritual harvest. 

In the office of the Agency ia Mexico City hangs a 
map of the country, on which little pieces of card- 
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oard represent each of these faithful laborers. I can- 
iot get that map from my mind. I do not want to. 
iwish I could fix it in yours, that you might think of 
aese men and pray for them and for the earnest 
md gifted woman, Mrs. Hiram P. Hamilton, who is

A PLEA FOR THE COLPORTEUR FROM 
VENEZUELA. 


HE Rev. Gerard F. Bailey, of Caracas, sends the 
following moving plea for the colporteur, that 
little-praised but most praiseworthy laborer : 

We have lately read with deep regret and no little 
concern the condition of the Bible Society's finances. 
[Te us it reflects disparagingly on the great multitude 
yof evangelical Christians in the States, and reveals an 
khimost inexcusable ignorance or indifference to the 
ii#portance of the Society’s mission as one of the 
most potent agencies in evangelizing the [world 
through the dissemination of the truth as it is revealed 
tn the printed Word of God. To have prosperous 
missionary societies and an ever-increasing force of 
missionaries entering the fields while the most im- 
~ortant factor of the whole mission enterprise is para- 
lyzed for lack of means, is about as impractical as it 
wwould be to maintaina large army while the arsenals 
ywere incapacitated and the magazines empty of muni- 
ition, 
ttorily proved to some ministry and laity in America 
that the Bible is but incidental to Christian belief, faith, 
yand service, the missionary on the foreign field grows 
more and more convinced that it is the essential and 
ithe only authoritative credential to his mission and his 
‘ministry as an ambassador of the cross. Since the ar- 
rogance, ignorance, and idolatry of papism has no 
comparison except with other forms of paganism, the 
‘Bible becomes its severest critic and consequently 
‘arouses its animosity. 

If there is any servant of God more than another 
‘who receives constant and multiplied proofs of the 
‘power and authority of the Book, it is the Bible col- 
iporteur. Ifthere jis any class of missionary workers 
\deserving encouragement and means to sustain them 
in their labors, it is this humble, self-denving native 
distributer of the printed Word, who is, in fact, the 
Society’s most practical agent in getting this divine 
‘bread to the very doors and homes of the people. 
These men are truly the pioneer missionaries, and who 
face the perils and the hardships of pressing the battle 
to the gate and entering single-handed the very en- 
trenchments of the enemy. If the Bible Society must 
retrench to reduce the expenditure ia accordance to

If the 

churches could be convinced that not only ¢hezr spe- 

cial board of foreign missions, but this great arsenal 

of missionary munition for all denominations is the 

prime factor in the work of reaching the heathen, 

there might be some concerted plan to tithe all the 

offerings that should come to the treasuries of their re- 

spective boards for the maintenance of this superla- 

tively important department. 

. It must be remembered that not only is;the Society 

the great publishing and circulating agent of the Word 

of God in hundreds of tongues, but itis promoting 

and utilizing the most powerful ministry on the fields. 

While the missionary societies send forth their officers, 

it is the Bible Society that supports the most deserv- 

ing class of native workers, who do not get an “easy 

living” by ‘“‘merely preaching ”—a common criticism 

adverse to the native worker—but who are exposed 

to all the hardships and rigors of extreme climate— 
as, for example, here in Venezuela—weary miles afoot 
under tropical suns, or soaked to the skin by equa- 
torial torrents, wading through swollen streams or 
boggy highways; food often scarce. and generally 
coarse ; sleeping accommodations a menace to health 
or a source of disturbance to imagination or sensation. 
He converses with thousands in his travels and treats 
directly upon the question of God, religion, and sal-' 
vation with all kinds and conditions—received graci- 
ously on one hand, rejected brusquely on the other, 
and anathemetized often by priest and people; in 
danger of assault and the target for insult. 

Our colporteur, Don Pedro Rodreguez, is such an 
one, enduring frequently similar experiences. While a 
man of nervous temperament and not over robust, his 
devotion to this service is evidently inspired. Accom- — 
panying him on his second tour as far as Villa de Cura, 
about a hundred miles southwest of Caracas, we. 
found that the seed sown on his first visit gave some 
indication of germinating. Entrance was obtained in 
many homes where the Scriptures had been sold or — 
presented, and the testimony of the man, perhaps 
more than his book, had left a lasting impression. 

In the midst of a bitter persecution by the priest and

an epidemic of smallpox inthe majority of the houses, 
he had continued his mission, offering the Bread of 
Life and ministering comfort from house to house, 
himself not immune, but still preserved from the con- 
tagion. The people marveled atthe fearlessness and 
faithfulness of his ministry. From Villa de Cura he 
journeyed afoot to the heart of the republic, to the 
central city of Calabozo. Here the town was greatly 
stirred, but the Scriptures sold freely. The priest, ob- 
serving the advantage he had gained, took a coach 
and drove round his parish, seeking by mild or coer- 
cive measures to snatch away the seed sold and sown. 
Retracing from here the road toward Caracas, the 
large town of Ortiz was canvassed with similar’results 
and each time a triumph for the gospel. Here the 
priest circulated a dodger alarming the people, part of 
* which reads: 
“TO THE FAITHFUL OF THE PARISH. 

“There is in this town a sacreligious disciple of Luther 
making a propaganda against the Church,the saints,the sacra- 
. ments,Christian morals and the truths of the faith of the saints, 
and the rest of the truths that the religion of our Lord Jesus 
Christ teaches, and which we recognize through our mother, 
the Catholic Apostolic and Roman Church. Earnestly soli- 
citous for our temperate and eternal welfare, our mother, the 
Church, prohibits all relations with Protestants or accepting 
any books or leaflets that treat of subjects against the Catho- 
lic or moral truth. My parishoners should not give any wel- 
come to this disciple of the profane Luther, but, as true be- 
lievers, reject him.”’ 

In this town some members of a Catholic family of 
good standing were converted at this time. On this 
second visit to Villa de Cura our brother continued 
his journey alone, tramping for about two days across 
the hot plains to reach Ortiz on his way to a more dis- 
tant town yet unvisited. There he found the family, 
who had received the truth on his former visit, had 
been telling the good news to their friends. One 
woman, very sick, with small hope of recovery, receiv- 
ing the gracious message from these witnesses, prayed 
to God that the man who had been the instrument of 
blessing to others might return to that town before 
she died. Her prayer was signally answered by this 
unannounced arrival of our colporteur, who had the 
joy of leading this soul more fully into the light before 
resuming his journey. The last heard she still lives, a 
testimony to the power of the Book and to the utility 
of this humble but effectual colportage ministry. While 
we were together in La Villa de Cura everyone ob- 
served that it would be very venturesome to risk 
going down into the interior at that season, while ma- 
lignant fevers were so prevalent and deaths numerous, 
remarking at the same time that “Ze was aman of 
such faith that he would not fear.” He did not fear, 
counting not his,life dear unto himself. We regret to 
add, after the experiences related our colporteur, on 
nearing home, was prostrated with the fever, but 
arrived in time to be cared for. It has been very se- 
vere, though his recovery now is almost complete and 
his zeal for the work unabated. 
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This is the kind of work and these are the kind of 
men the Bible Society is supporting world wide—co- 
operative to every evangelical enterprise, indispens- 
able to every mission field. No work is more unde- 
nominational or more entitled to the recognition and 
support of every evangelical church and Christian. —

FROM GUATEMALA. 


R. PENZOTTI takes us to Guatemala and 
M its Indian tribes : 
GUATEMALA CITY, January 17, 1906. 

Perhaps you would be interested to know how 
many different dialects theIndians of Guatemala speak. 
There are about one million of them, and they speak 
fifteen dialects, as follows: Catchique], Pocomam, 
Zutiejil, Suica, Pupulaca, Man, Pipil, Quiche, Chorsi, 
Nahuate, Aluguil, Jxil,, Quechi, Mexican, Spanish, 
and a few others. The government obliges the new 
generation to learn to read and write, and through the 
young people they reach the older ones through the 
reading of the Word of God. Thousands of our books — 
are read by them. We have our first fruits from them, - 
and we can see that soon there will be a great change _ 
and we will obtain a great harvest. They havea dis- 
position of looking on new things with distrust and 
often with fear and terror, and not only them but the 
Ladinos (meetees), doubtless due to the many times 
they have been deceived. In proof of this I will relate - 
a case that happened to me in Rivas, Nicaragua. : 

One day, as customary, I went from house to house : 
offering the Bible, and at the same time I invited the 
people to a meeting that night in the hotel, after hav- : 
ing obtained permission from the owners. A zoodil 
number of people were present and there was much in-~ 
terest. The priests and fanatical people were terrified. ] 
The next day I took a steamer to cross the lake of 
Nicaragua. As soon as Iwas on board an old lady 
came up to me and, placing her hands on her head, 
said, “Oh, sir, can it be the end of the world ?” 

I asked her what was the matter, and she replied, 

“Do you not know what happened ?”’ 

I answered in the negative. 

“Well,” she said, “last night a Protestant minister — 
preached in the hotel and they say there were many 
people there. Sir, canit be the end of the world? 
We women were preparing ourselves with sticks and 
stones to kill him.” 

A gentleman who was near and heard what she said, 
said to her, “ This is not what Christ commands,’’ a 

She turned to me and said, “ Yes, sir, foxes must be - 
beaten to death ; isn’t itso?” 

I said to her, “Perhaps you are noi informed rightly. ; 
Have you heard him?” ; 

“Oh, no! {God deliver me from that!” she ex- 
claimed. ‘‘And you, have you heard him? ” 

I said, ‘‘ Yes, madam, I have.’

REVISING THE ZULU BIBLE. 

HE Rev. W. C. Wilcox, of Natal, South Africa, 
in the following letter gives us a photographic 
picture of the actual process of revising the 

Zulu Bible, which scholars will read with sympathy. 
His daughter is aiding him in the clerical work : 


It is a year last December since our daughter came, — 
and we have in this time been through, in a most 
thorough manner, the following books—Isaiah, Jere- 
miah, Lamentations, Ezekiel, Exodus, Joshua, Judges, 
Deuteronomy, Numbers, I. and II. Samuel and I. 
Kings and II. Kings, I. and II. Chronicles and part of 
Ezra—so7 of the 1,075 pages of our Zulu Bible. This 
may not seem to be a large showing for a year’s work — 
for two persons, but mere figures cannot give an 
adequate conception of what has actually been done. 
I shall try, therefore, to give you a better idea by a 
brief review of my experience in the work and prep- 
aration tor the same. he . 

The Zulu Bible is the work of the American Zulu 
Mission. It was translated by different individuals at 
different times, with varying qualifications. Portions 
of it, especially the New Testament and Psalms, have 
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undergone several revisions. But since the whole 
Bible was issued about twenty years ago, only a few 
minor corrections have been made, That such a 
work could go so long without a revision no one 
supposed. Steps were taken in the beginning to 
form a large revision committee. It was proposed to 
make it the work not of one mission but of all evan- 
gelical missions working among the Zulus. So it was 
laid before the Natal Missionary Conference, and a 
large committee was appointed of delegates from all 
the principal missionary societies. But for various 
reasons this plan was not a success. 

It was therefore voted by the Natal Missionary 
Conference to give it back into thejhands of the Zulu 
Mission, with the promise that we would push the 
work to an early completion. hut the promise was 
easier made than kept. Our two oldest and most 
experienced translators were practically incapacitated 
by age and ill health. For myself, I found the work 
so hard that in the little time I could get free from 
the care of the churches and stations and various 
committee work, it was very discouraging. If I got 
anlhour or two to work in my study, it would take 
the whole of it to dig out a verse in the Hebrew 
Then it}would take as long to look up the best Zulu 
Then perhaps I would be called away for two or 
three days. In the meantime my handwriting would 
become cold, and it would take me about as long to 
make out my corrections as it did to translate the 
Hebrew. Soa year or two more passed without much 
of anything being done. 

When there was a prospect of my going to Beira to 
start’a new mission there, I again proposed a cursory 
revision. But I was recalled from Beira and, accord- 
ing to a plan of the mission of dividing the work up 
into departments and making individuals responsible 
for the work of a department, the special department 
which fell to my lot was Bible revision, to which I 
was to give half my time. I tried the cursory revision 
long enough to see the utter impracticability of it. 
After I had done two or three books in this way, I 
was not at all satisfied with them, and when I came 
to go over them again in a thorough manner, I found 
that my cursory revision was, if anything, worse than 
the text. I had to change back some of my correc- 
tions, and I found I had overlooked other corrections 
which should have been made. It is not possible to 

correct a work of this kind without study enough to 

understand the possible reasons the author may have 
had for his translation, But this cannot be done 
hurriedly. 

The chief work which I had done that was of any 
value was in the way of preparation. While I was 
at home in America I went into the Hebrew class 
one winter and brushed up my Hebrew a little. But 
when it was settled that I was to be responsible for 

the completion of the revision in the near future, I 
felt_that I needed a good deal more preparation. 
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There were those who, having perhaps a higher ap- 
preciation of my qualifications than I did myself, did 
not quite understand this. They did not see whyI. 
should spend so much time on a Zulu dictionary and 
the Hebrew. But I saw it myself and I see it still 
more plainly now. I found that without a better 
acquaintance with the Hebrew text I was in constant 
temptation to slip along without referring to it at all, 
It took so long to locate the words in the text and to 
look them up in dictionary or grammar. Then I 
needed to know not only what the words meant, but 
their form and construction, 

But why was this necessary when we have sual 
good English translations? Well, it stands to reason 
that a translation from a translation cannot be so 
good as one from the original. In a good many cases 
it is a short cut from the Hebrew to the Zulu, as the: 
idiom of the one is nearer like the other than the 
English. Take the various conjugations of the He= 
brew verb, as“‘ piel,” “ niphal,’’ “hiphile,”’ hithpael,” 
etc. We have something in the Zulu verb which 
nearly corresponds to these forms, of which there is 
no equivalent in the English. Now it takes no little 
study of the Hebrew to be able to tell at once to 
which one of these classes a verb belongs. But with- 
out this knowledge one may easily miss very im- 
portant points. Until I became more familiar with 
the Hebrew text, I have many times changed the 
Zulu because it did not seem to be the best transla= 
tion of the English. But when I have looked it up i 
the HebrewI have changed it back again. Now I 
never attempt to change anything without knowing 
how the Hebrew putsit. In order to prepare myself 
in the Hebrew I began two years ago to translate a 
page of my Hebrew Bible, looking up all the unfa- 
miliar words and copying them in a book and mem: 
orizing them. This I have kept up until the present. 
So Iam now at about the seven hundredth page of 
my Bible, and haveabout 2,000 Hebrew words in my 
notebook. This has taken from an hour to three 
hours a day. 

Besides this, I have had to do a great deal of pre= 
paratory work on the Zulu. There is as yet no com- 
plete English-Zulu dictionary, and until the recent 
issue of Bryant’s new dictionary and the new editions 
of Colenso’s, which shave both come out within the 
year, the Zulu-English was far from complete. 

I was at one time appointed by the mission to pre: 
pare an English-Zulu dictionary, but I had given 
it up because Father Bryant gave me to understand 
that he had done much more work on it than I had 
and was about to bring out a new dictionary. That 
was four years ago. but as Father Bryant did not 
fulfill his promise, and as I needed the dictionary, I 
thought this would be as good a way as any to pre 
pare myselt in the Zulu, to renew my work on th 
English-Zulu dictionary, which I did about three 
years ago. To get \the most complete English-Zuht 
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ictionary I needed a better Zulu-English. I had 
\Ilected several hundred words which‘were not in 
blenso’s. I also found that many of his definitions 
eded revising. In order to get more new words | 
ivertised and offered premiums for new words. In 
aswer to this advertisement I got a letter from Mr. 
amuelson, Under S. N, A., offering me about a 
ousand words which he had collected, which I have 
ace received. I added all of these to my Colenso; 
en I went through the dictionary, studying every 
rd, and, comparing them with Dohne’s, copied 
ese words on slips of paper and pasted them ina 
90k in alphabetical order. 
I also made a complete alphabetical index of 
rout’s grammar, from which I got some important 
ords and ideas for the dictionary, and made the 
ook more serviceable. I also 
mt through the Bible and 
‘lected a vocabulary of about 
hundred of the most im- 
ortant Hebrew words, for 
hich I looked up the best 
lu equivalent. After I had 
rranged all these words in 
pphabetical order, I went 
mrough Roberts’s dictionary, 
yomparing every word, adding 
>» and amending what I had 
me. Later [ made a list of 
am three hundred oft-recur- 
fog words and sent them_to 
lifferent missionaries, even to 
sazaland, to get a consensus 
‘f opinion as to the best way to 
zanslate them.

Bible Dictionary. I also have the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, which has occasionally to be consulted. 

I first read carefully the Zulu text and compare 
word by word with the Revised version and also the 
Hebrew text.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers 

aL was held in the Bible House Thursday, March 

1, 1906, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice- 
President of the Society, in the chair. 

Bishop Edward G. Andrews, of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, read a portion of the First Epistle of 
John and offered prayer. 

Among other items of business were the following : 

The attention of the Board was'called toa picture 
of the late Mr. A. P. Cummings, at one time a Man- 
ager of the Society, which had just been presented to 
the Board of Managers by the daughter of Mr. Cum- 
mings, Mrs. James L. Truslow. The Secretaries 
were requested to thank Mrs. Truslow for the gift. 

The Committee on Agencies was directed to take 
into consideration the propriety of an examination ot 
the accounts of the Society’s Agencies throughout the 
world by duly authorized accountants employed for 
the purpose. 

Secretary Haven’s visit to Mexico was reported 
through the Committee on Agencies. In view ot the 
difficulty of securing suitable premises for the head- 
quarters of the Society by means of a lease for one 
year at a time, it was resolved, on the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Agencies, that the Agent in 
Mexico should have authority to lease suitable prem- 
ises for the Society for a period of three years, if pos- 
sible, and for five years if that term is necessary. Mrs. 
Hamilton, the widow of the Rev. H. P. Hamilton, was 
continued in charge of the Agency until further notice. 

Letters from the Rev. Mr. Milne, of the La Plata 
Agency, from Lima, Peru, were reported. 

The annual report of the Japanese Agency was re- 
ported, showing the circulation of 277,744 copies—an 
increase of more than 100,000 over that of the pre- 
ceding year. 

The annual report of the Korean Agency was re- 
ported, showing that the issues were 156,670 volumes 
—more than twice the issues of the preceding year, 
the circulation reaching nearly’100,000 in Korea, 
ie Communications were reported from the Rev. Mr. 
Tucker, in Brazil; from the Rev. Mr. Penzotti, in 
Guatemala ;j from the Rev. Dr. McLaren, in Cuba} 
and the Rev. Dr. Hykes, in China. 
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Thirty-three grants of books in the domestic field 
were made, to the amount of $251.94. A small grant 
of French Scriptures was made to the Bible Society 
of Hayti. 

The following appropriations were made to the 
Foreign Agencies of the Society, being in accordance 
with the previous re quest of the Board of Managers to 
the Distribution Committee, who recommended them 
as follows: 

Cuba and Puerto Rico, $5,000; for the Agency in 
Mexico, $16,000; La Plata Agency, $13,000; Brazil 
Agency, $13,000; Central America Agency, $4, 5005 
Siam and Laos Agency, $2,600; Agency in the Levant, 
$30,000 ; Agency in Japan, $4,500; Agency in China, 
$29,000; Agency in the Philippines, $7,500. 

The Secretaries reported the following consign-- 
ments to Foreign Agencies during the month of 
February under previous appropriations : 

To the Brazil Agency, 999 volumes, value $307.14 - 
to the Cuba Agency, 923 volumes, value $166.65 ; to 
the La Plata Agency, 5,914 volumes, value $1,202.88 5 
to the Mexico Agency, 167 volumes, value $74.65; to 
the Puerto Rico Agency, 1,040 volumes, value $154,470. 
Total volumes, 9,043; value, $1,905.79. b
